PRA RIVER RESERVATION 


The Pea River Reservation, 35, 
000-nere tract in Coffee and Dale 
Counties, will be the scene of many 
picnicking and swimming parties 
this summer, Plans are nearing 
completion for opening the vast 
preserve to the public, It will 
be operated by the Forestvy Divi- 
sion of the State Conservation De- 
partment, Pea River Lake, a pic- 
turesque body of impounded water, 
is & feature attraction of the area, 
A new bathhouse has just been 
completed and a beach prepared 
on the edge of this lake, Fishing 
will not be permitted this year, 
bul it is expected to be open to 
anglers in 1941, The Porestry Di- 
vision maintains two fire towers, 
miles of telephone lines and other 
equipment for protection of the 
large forested area, Forestry Di- 
Vision personnel will be in charge 
of the swimming facilities and 
other attractions at the place, A 
formal opening date probably will 
be announced soon, 


TIMBER PROFITABLE TO 
THESE ALABAMA FARMERS 


“SILAS, Ala.— Fire protection 
and wise use of the axe and saw 
caused 515 acres of cut-over tim- 
berland to net its owners $5,100 
in six years, 

In 1933, G, G. and Sime Singley 
of Silas purchased 515 acres of 
cut-over timberland for $900, 
Realizing the potential value of the 
young timber, these Choctaw 
County farmers posted this tract, 
protected the timber from fire, 
and cut only defective and diseas- 
ed trees for fuel wood, 

In 1939, six years to a day later, 
the entire tract was sold for $4,500 
and the following year the timber 
was resold to a sawmill for $6,000 
by the party who purchased the 
land and timber from the Singley 
brothers. 

Forest protection and the wise 
use of axe and saw netted the 
Singleys $3,600 in six years’ time, 
and the party to whom they sold 
the tract, $1,500. 

“To these men, as to many oth- 
er Alabama farmers, timber is no 
longer a natural resource, but a 
farm and commercial crop, and 
as such is contributing its pro- 
portionate share to the annua) 
farm income,” says Rufus Page, 
Jr., forester of the Alabama Ex- 
tension Service, Auburn. 

DRIED SWEET POTATOES 
MAKE GOOD STOCK FEED 

Experiments by the Alabama 
Experiment Station have shown 
conclusively that an acre of sweet 
potatoes will produce two to three 
times 4s much feed as an acre of 
corn and now indicate that dehy- 
drated or dried sweet potatoes 
make excellent livestock feed, 

The experiments show that sweet 
potato production can be stepped 
up to 200 to 400 bushels per acre 
in most sections of the State. 

Average per acre yields on ex- 
perimental plots over periods rang- 
ing from three to five years have 
been 336 bushels at Auburn, 23 
bushels at Crossville, 314 bushels 
at Belle Mina, 432 bushels at Fair- 
hope, 195 bushels at Monroeville, 
and 232 bushels on Greenville soil 
and 115 bushels on Norfolk soil at 
Prattville. 

Ten steers fed sweet potato pulp, 
hay, cottonseed meal, and 
Is last winter gained 1,99 
pounds per steer per day compared 
with .88 pounds daily gain on sim- 
ilar steers receiving peanut hay, 
cottonseed meal and minerals. The 
potato fed steers showed a profit 
of $3.25 per steer above feed cost 
compared with a loss of $4.43 per 
steer not receiving the potato pulp, 
a difference of $7.68 per steer. 

Agricultural leaders at Auburn 
now predict that as soon as a prac- 
tical and economical way is found 
to dehydrate or dry them, sweet 
potatoes will play a most impor- 
tant role in Southern livestock 
development, 


FARMERS TOLD HOW TO 
CONTROL PICKLE WORMS 


AUBURN, Ala. This is the 
time of year that melon and pickle 
worms begin attacking squashes, 
cucumbers and cantalopes, 

Best way to control these worms 
is dusting the plants with one 
per cent rotenone, advises W. A. 
Ruffin, extension entomologist. 

“Dustings should begin when the 
plants are 10 days old and con- 
tinued at seven-day intervals un- 
til the crops are harvested,” he 
says, ‘The dustings must be thor- 
ough and timely in order to kill 
the worms before they enter the 
squashes, cucumbers, and canta- 
lopes."’

The Rosseau-Marx-Lenin-Stalin- 
Hitler philosophy, toward which

used, apply 75 pounds, 

If 500 pounds of 4-8-4 were 
used, apply 65 pounds.

STATE FISHING LAWS 
FOR 1940 ARE LISTED 
MONTGOMERY, Ala.—JIn re- 
sponse to numerous inquiries about 
the 1940 fishing laws and regula- 
tions, the Alabama Department of 
Conservation this week issued a 
Summary for benefit of the public 
Game fish are listed, followed by 
minimum length and daily cree! 
limit, 

Large and small mouth bass, 
commonly called trout or green 
frout, 11 inches, 10 a day, 

White lake bass, commonly call- 
ed striped bass, 10 inches, 15 a 
day. 

Bream, including blue gill, cop- 
pernosed, red belly and shellcrack- 
er, 4% inches, 25 a day in aggre- 
gate of all species. 

Crappie, white perch or calico 
bass, 8 inches, 15 a day. 

Rock bass or goggle-eye, 414 
inches, 25 a day. 

Wall-eyed pike, jack salmon or 
pickerel, 12 inches, 10 a day. 

Not more than 35 in the aggre- 
gate of all game fish may be 
caught in a single day. 

Speckled trout (weakfish) un- 
der 11 inches are illegal, and mul- 
let under 9 inches may not be 
taken from salt waters, 

Game fish are measured from 
tip of nose to fork of tail. 

The resident fishing license is 
$1 for persons over 16 years of 
age using rod and reel or artificial 
bait, lure or fiy in the public 
streams in which fresh water fish 
appear, Cane pole anglers do not 
need a license. All non-residents 
must have a license; $5 for an- 
nual, and $2 for trip license, 

The sale of game fish, regardless 
of where caught, is prohibited in 
Alabama, More than one day's 
catch of game fish may not be 
transported beyond state borders, 
and then only for personal use. 

Game fish may not be used for 
bait, nor caught by other means 
than ordinary hook and line, fly, 
troll or spinner, Illegal fishing de- 
vices will be confiscated. 

Non-game fish are classified as 
drum, buffalo, catfish, all mem- 
bers of the sucker family, and all 
fish not listed as game fish. 

Catfish taken for commercial 
purposes must be 15 inches long. 
For commercial non-game fishing, 
hoop nets of certain designs are 
permitted if they are registered 
with the Conservation Department, 
Details may be obtained by writ- 
ing the Department at Montgom- 
ery. 

Further information regarding 
fish laws and regulations in Ala- 
bama will be furnished gladly by 
the Department of Conservation, 
Montgomery. 


VINE CUTTINGS MAKE 
GOOD SWEET ®OTATOES 


AUBURN, Ala.—A good time 
to set sweet potato vine cuttings 
is the first two weeks in June, 
reports Lyle Brown, horticulturist, 
Alabama Extension Service. 

“These cuttings come along at 
a time when conditions seem to 
be best for sweet potato growth 
and have a length of season of 
about four to four and a half 
months, all of which appears to 
promote a desirable shape and size 
and satisfactory yields,” he says. 

Many growers feel that June is 
too dry to set potato cuttings. 
Weather records show that if the 
ground is prepared in advance 
enough rainfall may be expected 
to enable the setting of a reason- 
able acreage. When these rains 
come all hands should get busy 
cutting vines and setting them out.
